Could This Have Happened 
Your Community? 


During late February and early March nearly one 
hundred and thirty cases septic sore throat appeared 
among the children and young adults small town. 
The health officer’s investigation showed that the 
consumers one dairyman’s milk had sore throats. 
The dairyman supplied ‘‘Grade Raw’’ milk the 
town. None the consumers milk supplied other 
dairymen had the disease. The incriminated producer 
and his son were victims. One his cows had acute 
mastitis, while udders others his cows were 
affected. From the udder the cow having mastitis, 
and from the throat the hired milk handler the 
farm the same streptococci causing the sore throats 
the patients were found. The hired milk handler had 
been troubled with sinus condition for some 
years.

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National Campaign Reduce Child 
Accidents Planned 


reduction the number child accidents, both 
fatal and nonfatal, the objective intensive child 
safety campaign launched this fall the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company cooperation with 
the Children’s Bureau, the American Academy 
and the National Safety Council. 

Accidents are among the leading cause death 
among children more than one year age, with 
death rates per 100,000 population far surpassing those 
any other cause. For example, 1946, according 
the experience the Metropolitan among its industrial 
policy holders, the rate among children from 
one four was 48.1 per 100,000 compared with rate 
28.2 for pneumonia, the next leading cause death. 
significant that this age group there has been 
little improvement the last years although the 
death rate from disease has been cut approximately 
percent. 

the age group the death rate for accidents 
was 25.7 per 100,000, compared with rate 4.6 
for fever and organic heart disease, the next 
cause. the age group 14, the death rate for acci- 
dents was 20.8 and that for rheumatic fever and organic 
heart disease, 7.2. 

The present relatively low death rates from all non- 
aecident compared with those but few 
years ago, are the result advances medical science 
and efforts the field child health. 
Efforts must now initiated bring about reduction 
the number accidents among children. The safety 
program get underway this fall planned encour- 
age public health, medical, safety and other organiza- 
tions, well the general public, give even greater 
attention the safety phase the child health pro- 
gram.

Health Problems New Insecticides 
Studied Bureau 


The past few years have witnessed intense 
the development new insecticides with resulting 
products such DDT, DDD, chlordane, and 
which have proven boon agriculture. Hoy. 
ever, many the new compounds beside being 
insect killers are also toxic humans and can 
gerous improperly handled. Most recently ney 
group compounds, the organic phosphates, 
come into use and represent potential threat huma 
beings. 

Two examples these phosphates 
hexaethyltetra phosphate and 
phosphate (TEPP). HETP was developed Germany 
and known that country TEPP 
independently developed the University Chicago 
short time ago. Both these compounds are heavy, 
syrupy liquids freely soluble with water. 
with moisture they readily hydrolize and lose their toxi- 
city, hence there little residual action the cas 
with DDT. 


Both these organic phosphates are extremely 
toxic insects and animals, and very minute amounts 
are fatal experimental animals. Several cases 
human poisoning have occurred California 
because the increasing use the products, 
cases will doubtless reported.

Licensing Requirements for Out-of-State 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 


Licensing requirements for out-of-state pharma- 
manufacturers under Sections 4033 4033.1 
the Business and Professions Code were the subject 
recent inquiries the State Attorney General 
the California Board Pharmacy. The questions and 
answering opinions are reprinted below for the infor- 
mation those concerned with administration food 
and drug laws: 

Are out-of-state manufacturers shipping their 
products into California for sale distribution through 
their own branch houses other wholesalers inde- 
pendent agencies required obtain license? 

the statute makes distinction between 
out-of-state and domestic manufacturers whole- 


salers, those coming within the definition 
tions 4033 and 4033.1 are required licensed. 


Are manufacturers who ship their products into 
California their own branch house required obtain 
wholesale license for the branch house? 


wholesale license issued only those 
who sell for resale commodities produced others, 
manufacturer may not issued wholesaler’s 
license for the product manufactures, although 
sells his product through the usual channels 
trade. 
manufacturer who has established its own 
branches various locations the State required 
obtain license for each such location 


manufacturer required obtain only one 
license, regardless the number branch houses 
that may established, long such branch 
houses are owned, operated, maintained and con- 
the licensed manufacturer. 


there are provisions regulating sales 
manufacturers, manufacturer who sells his products 
through commercial channels required obtain 


manufacturer not required secure 
wholesale license for selling his product through 
the usual channels the trade, wholesale 
license issued only those who sell commodities 
produced others.
